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JOCKEYS or TODAY. 

While the volume oi racing in the United 
Btates on race conraea of fliat rank ahowa 
steady increase, and in consequence there ia a 
greater demand for good jockeys, the anpply by 
no meana aqnala the demand. 

While it ia true that there ia any number of 
boys ready and willing to accept monnta, of the 
nnmber only a select few rank mnch above the 
atation of expert exercise lads. Of the jockeya 
who rode on the flat dnring the paat season, 
the following are those whose work places them 
in a class by themselves : N. Turner, Spencer, 
O’Connor, Maher, Jenkina, O’Leary, W. Martin, 
Odom and Burns. 

With the exception of Martin and O’Leary, 
the above-named are aa yet yonng and cannot 
be considered to have reached their beat form, 
and consequently can ba confidently expected 
to improve in their work aa they grow older 
and more experienced. Martin and Turner are 
under the ban, and it ia an open question 
whether they will be seen in the saddle next 
aeaaon, though, taking the paat aa a precedent, 
reinstatement may be the lot of Turner. 

One great fanlt of the system of hero worship 
which marks the actions of the American pub- 
lic toward jockeya who are aignally successful 
is to turn their heads. Unless they are in the 
hands of good managers the beys are apt to be- 
come overbearing in their manner and so puffed 
up with their seeming importance that their 
work in the saddle ia likely to suffer. They 
acquire pernicious habits, and in consequence 
neglect the rules of health, which are absolutely 
necessary to keep them fit. The salaries and 
fees which they receive in a measure make 
them independent, and they resent any advice 
from older and wiser heads, and when discip- 
line is enforced they become embittered against 
the men who are really their friends and well- 
wishers. 

It is to the younger generation of jockeys that 
we mnst look for fature successful riders, for 
the older knights of the pigskin seem to have 
outlived their usefulness, as witness the falling 
off in the work of Taral, Simms, Clayton, 
Hamilton and others. 

Jockeys should remember that riding is not 
all that they have to learn. Integrity of charac- 
ter and a clean life are most important 
adjuncts; and they mnst be ready and anxious 
to do their duty toward themselves, their em- 
ployers and to the public who place their con- 
fidence in them.— Spirit of the Times.

GEYSER’S DAM. 

Hot Spring, the dam of Geyser, was formerly 
owned by Dr. C. W. Crowley of St. LouiB, Dr. 
Crowley purchased Hot Spring along with Grat- 
itude, dam of Lottie Mills, and Bonnie Lass, 
dam of English Lady, at the disposal sale of 
the late Capt William Cottrill’s racing stable. 
Capt. Cottrill will ba remembered as a dis- 
tinguished southerner from Mobile, who 
wbs for years the Nestor of the western 
turf. Hot Spring, Gratitude and Bonnie 
Lass were all young mares when bought 
by Dr. Crowley, who was at the time negotiating 
for a farm in St. Lonis connty, where he in- 
tended to breed a few rnnuers. The deal for 
the farm fell through, however, and Dr. Crow- 
ley, having no place to keep the mares, sold 
them to his old friend, John Duffy, who subse- 
quently sent Hot Spring to California and dis- 
posed of Gratitude to a party in the interior of 
the state. Mr. Duffy still owns Bonnie Lass, 
who is now a dignified old matron at Joseph D. 
Lucas’ Goodwood Stud in St. Louis connty. 

“I wish I had those thres mares now,” de- 
clared Dr. Crowley, while in a reminiscent 
mood recently. “Yon know, I now have a farm, 
also a promising yonng stallion in Counter 
Tenor, bnt first class mares are hard to get, 
and I now bitterly regret having ever sold Hot 
Spring, Gratitude and Bonnie Lass. All three 
have proved themselves producing mares of 
more or less renown, especially Hot Spring, 
who, in addition to Geyser, also threw the nse- 
fnl race horse Lavator, winnsr of a lot of races 
on the ’Frisco tracks within the last year. 

“Hot Spring is by Rebel, who sired many of 
the best race horses that came out of the south 
right after the war, Hot S pring had a wonder- 
ful turn of speed as a two-year-old, and Captain 
Cottrill expected to win the Qiickstep Stakes 
at Washington Park with the filly, bnt she went 
wrong while receiving a special preparation for 
the event. Ben Ali, the sire of Geyser, won the 
Kentucky Derby of 1883 from Blue Wing and 
Free Knight. Ben Ali was one of the best race 
horses that ever performed in the colors 
of James B. Haggin, the master of 
Rancho del Paso. Grstitnde is now & 
member of the brood mare band at Barnsy 
Schreiber’s Woodlands farm in St. Lonis 
connty. In addition to Lottie Mills, she is also 
the dam of Good Hope and First Shot, a colt 
that won at San Francisco the other day. Bon- 
nie Lass still remains in the possession of Mr. 
Duffy. Bonnie Lass’ most famonB foal, En- 
glish Lady, was one of the best three-year-old 
fillies of her year, having capture! both the 
Kentucky and Latonia Oaks in 1890. The 
Messrs. Scoggan sold English Lady when she 
was at the height of her glory to Major Back of 
New York for $10,000 ”— St. Lonis Republic.
